He 
bet 13.000 ot his own money 
tahout $15,000 at that Umei 
and collected- his winnings 
plus hundreds more from 
grateful bettors when the 
burse won.

For the guidance of the fiototomer to ’ 
gardening. I propose to devote my next 
tew columns to separating the wheat 
from the chaff, so to speak, in this 
matter of stocking up on garden tools. 

In our family, we have had a lot of 
experience in improvising-making one, 
tool do the work of three—for while I 
am sorely tempted every time a glit¬ 
tering new gadget appears on the coun¬ 
ters. the Chesnut bank account suffers 
from a state of chronic ariaemla, and 
usually we have to devise make-do 
techniques. > 

Let us take up first the matter of the 
spade, for this is the basic garden im¬ 
plement. For many years, all through 
my early days of gardening, I relied 
upon the conventional short - handled 
spade—the kind with a D-handle and a 
square, flat blade. 

R R R 

A sheer accident showed me the 
error of my ways, and today I wouldn't 
touch such a spade with a ten-foot pole 
—1 rely for all my digging on a long- 
handled^ pointed-nose shovel. 

It happened this way: Back in the 
days when ditches were dug by hand, a 
public works crew wa* working on a 
water main on our street. Evidently 
on* of the workmen forgot his tools tor 


when they finished, they left behind an" 
enormous long-handled shovel propped 
up against our front fence. 

Wondering how anyone could pos¬ 
sibly get through a day's work with such 
a heavy and awkward-looking imple¬ 
ment. I snaffled on to It and gave It a 
tryout through sheer curiosity. Since 
that day I have, never laid a linger on a 
short handled spade. 

* * * 

It Is almost unbelievable how much 
easier the work goes with one of these 
long-handled shovels than with a short 
spade. There is far less bending, stoop¬ 
ing and lifting, and you work for the 
greater part of the time with a straight 
back, while with the spade you are 
bent over all the time except for rest 
periods. 

The public works model I first tested 
Is admittedly too large and too heavy 
for home garden work, but there are 
plenty of clean-lined, pointed-nose, light - 
weight shovel* in the garden shops and 
hardware stares nowadays. 

In our family we have two of them, 
for I bought what is called a lady’s 
model in the wistful but unfulfilled hope 
of getting some help with the digging. 

TOs little fellow—still with a kwig 
handle and pointed nose—Is lnyaluahle 
for lifting and transplanting plants too 
big for the garden trowel.

China Reported Ready 
To Test Hydrogen Bomb 


MAPLETON, N.D. iAP» A 
shattering explosion roared 
through the tiny town of 
Maple ton Monday following 
the derailment of a parnside- 
loaded freight train on the 
Northern Pacific a main line. 

Chlldrea playing In the 
schoolyard, and on their way to 
school, ware splattered with 
chemical debris. Dozens of 
buildings were damaged and 
windows on stores and homes 
were shattered. But no one 
was reported seriously In¬ 
jured 

The accident occurred about 
a quarter of a mile west of the 
Mapleton depot. The village ts 


about 10 miles west of l argo 
in east central North Dakota. 

The violent force of the acci¬ 
dent smashed and twisted box¬ 
car* like pieces of toffee. Then 
fire raced through the twisted 
debris, destroying about 30 of 
the cars, said Roy Johnson, 
assistant superintendent of, the 
railway's Fargo division. 

Tha asplenias was triggered 
In a tank car filled with Indus¬ 
trial peroxide, officials said. 

About 24 school children 
were splattered with the per¬ 
oxide when It sprayed through 
tht-air. They washed off the 
flecks of chemical and ap¬ 
peared to suffer no ill effects.
